$50,000  Blaze

Their  new  outdoor  pool  mea- 
sures 42’  X 75’  and  boasts  a large 
high  diving  area.  The  pool  is 
open  from  11  a.m.-lO  p.m.  Mon- 
day-Saturday  and  from  1-8  p.m.

The  name  is  a concoction  of  the 
founders’  last  names  which  were 
Robertson  and  Sheilds.
